Many good Christians in England and 
United States, writes a correspondent ‘in 
Moscow, have contributed liberally for tho 
feeding of Russian’ children, reduced to a 
atate‘of misery and ‘starvation by the ini- 
quitdus and irroligjous yang of murterers 
who now rule in the Kremlin.

Carnarvon was a curioys mixture, 
hiding under the casy-going, cultu 
manners of a wealthy aristocrat, with on 
air of aloofness from tho serions affairs of 
life, an exceedingly keen intelligence, great 
force of character, and tenacity of purpose.
